DR.  BURRILL 

This  variety  which  is  known  as  “The 
Million  Dollar  Strawberry”  was  origin¬ 
ated  by  Dr.  Reasoner,  of  Urbana,  Ill., 
who  originated  the  famous  Senator  Dun¬ 
lap.  Dr.  Burrill  is  claimed  by  the  orig¬ 
inator  to  be  a  scientific  cross  between 
the  Senator  Dunlap  and  Crescent.  We 
have  been  observing  this  variety  closely 
for  several  years  and  have  concluded 
that  the  difference  between  the  Dr.  Bur¬ 
rill  and  Senator  Dunlap  is  so  slight,  if 
any,  that  we  are  safe  in  calling  them 
one  and  the  same  variety.  However,  we 
have  kept  our  original  strain  of  Dr. 
Burrill  pure,  and  can  furnish  plants 
from  this  strain  if  desired.  At  any  rate, 
whether  you  plant  Dr.  Burrill  or  Sen¬ 
ator  Dunlap,  you  are  sure  of  getting  a 
mighty  good  berry.

This  will  give 
the  number  of  square  feet  required  for  one  plant.  Divide  this  into  43,560,  the  nurnber  oi 
square  feet  in  an  acre,  and  the  result  will  be  the  number  of  plants  you  will  need  for  one 
acre  of  ground.
